THE LEGISLATURE. 


From Ibo Pkila. lieconl: Paraphras- 


ing tlie definition of a monarchy an "a 
government of one, modified occasionally 
by assassination," democratic govern- 
ment may be defined an the rule of the 
many, modified by conuution of their 
representatives.. 
This 
definition 
of 


popular government may be truthfully 
applied to the Pennsylvania Legislature 
of 19H1, which has just adjourned after a 
weary session of nearly six mouths. 
There have been other corrupt Machine 
Legislatures of Pounsylvania—notably 
that of 1897—but this was the most venal, 
the most profligate and the most reckless 
in its disregard of the public interests 
that ever assembled at tlie State capital. 
The excesses of the Machine Legislature 
ot 1897 were effectually restrained by the 
vetoes of Governor Hastings. 
There 


has been no such protection for the Com- 
monwealth in Governor Stone. So far 
from it, the Governor was a prime insti- 
gator of some of the most flagitious 
measures, having in one notorious in- 
stance sat up until after midnight with 
the lailway franchise looteis to sign their 
bills in order that they might not exper- 
ience an hour's delay in securing posses- 
sion of their spoil. 


Although the people of Pennsylvania 


elected an Aiiti-Mnchiiie majority Lo tlie 
Legislature, we have seen bow their will 
was defeated on the threshold of the ses- 
sion by the corruption of six Democratic 
members of the House, who deserted 
their associates to aid in electing the Ma- 
chine speaker. The greater shame of it 
is that this treachery was abetted aud 
encouraged (and has since been publicly 
excused) by certain Democrats who have 
enjoyed honor from their party. After 
(his the disintegration by processes of 
corruption speedily followed, so that 
there was little obstacle to the re-election 
of Senator Quay. To match the half 
dozen venal Democrats as many 
mem- 


bers elected as Independent Republicans, 
under the must solemn pledges of fidelity, 
deserted to the Machine. 
While the 


methods of purchase were somewhat 
hidden, the moial evidences of corruption 
were as clear as if the bought members 
had been led by a chain and sold in the 
market at public auction.

Jones, of Philadelphia, was re 
elected chairman of the State Committee, 
and $3,500 was raised for campaign pur- 
poses. 


A platform was adopted denouncing the 


"corrupt political methods" of the Repub- 
lican and Democratic patties ; demanding 
a ballot law that shall give equal rights to 
all parties in methods of nomination, and 
denouncing official extravagance, political 
corruption and the wholesale granting of 
franchise rights without consent of the 
people 


Resolutions were also adopted favoring 


the appointment of a committee to confer 
with similar proposed committees from 
other parties, should they be appointed, 
far the purpose of ''securing the relormb 
in which ail good citizens are interested" 
and indormng the aims and objects of the 
Prohibitory Amendment Association of

BALTIMORE, WESTMINSTER AND 


GETTYSBURG. 


Wo Lave published from time to time 


a great deal about the proposed Balti- 
more, Westminster 
and 
Gettysburg 


.Electric Railway, and the information 
Riven has been as authentic as we have 
been able to get it. The scheme is an 
immense one and the road, if built, will 
cover a very large area—to Baltimore on 
the south of us, York on the east, 
Chambersburg on the west and Harris- 
burg on the north. 


Franchises have been granted the 


company by a number of the boroughs 
along the proposed line and private 
rights of way are being gotten from 
owners of property abutting ou the high- 
ways on which the road is to be built. 
Altogether it looks as if the gentlemen 
back of the movement mean business, 
and it is stated that some portions of the 
road will be started upon In the near 
future. 
We are unable to vouch for the 


statement, but we are informed that 
work on the Beisterstown end will be 
begun within the next 60 days. 


It is stated that the length of the 


whola line in the several directions will 
be nearly 300 miles, with Gettysburg as 
about the central point. It would make 
our town easily accessible from the larger 
towns surrounding us and would be the 
means of bringing here large numbers of 
people. Whether or not it will material- 
ize we cannot as yet say, but the circum- 
stances are such as to lead to the belief 
that there is a large amount of money 
back of the project and that there is 
business in it. 


THE VIRTUES OF A GREAT STATE 


LEGISLATURE.

Mem- 
beia of the House whose votes were on 
the market were richer by $300,000 when 
the Putsljurg legislation had been en 
acted. 


When the Legislature was organized 


it wars j.fcirarded (us essential b} the "ina- 
eUme" that the Speaker ot the [louse 
sho'.ikl be an '"organization" man. Venal 
I. giRl.itois realized the opportunity which 
was presented to them, and ran up the 
prices of votes to a stiff figure. "The 
highest price promised for a single vote 
ior Speaker," declares the Press, "ol 
which any statement has been mada by 
the biibe, offerer or the person who re- 
ceived the, offer was $20,000. Speakei 
Marshall's election was brought about 
by the voters ot five Democrats. Two 
days before the House was organized the 
men engaged in buying the votes needed 
to elect Maishall were employing their 
greatest efforts to accomplish this result 
without the aid of Democratic votes. 
Offers of $10,000 were made to a dozen

Tiicre seems to have been no difficulty in 
securing votes for the franchise gra'j 
legislation at "bargain counter'1 prices 
ranging frotu^$l,000 to $3,000. 
The 


money was not paid, however, until after 
the bills had been signed by the Govern 
or. 


It Is a custom in some hotels abroad, 


it is st.ited, to pay waiters not a fixed 
rate of wages, but only such compensa- 
tion as they can extort from guests, 
from whom they are at liberty to demand 
"tips.'' This principle might be adopted 
advantageously by the St.tte of Pennsyl- 
vania in allowing remuneration to the 
members of its Legislature.

Their compensation ought to be limited 
to such bribn money as they can extort 
from their employers. In California, in 
the d,i)sof the Vigilants, ttie man who 
stole a horse was apt to make a sudden 
exit fiom this world at the end of a rope.

ON THE FARM. 


MANY 
DIFFERENT SUBJECTS 
IN WHICH 


THE FARMER IS INTERESTED. 


Labor is the farmer's capital. It will 


give better results on ten acres than cm a 
hundred, proportionately, because of con- 
centration of effort on small areas. The 
kinds of crops to grow should be regu- 
lated by distance from market, soil and 
demand. 
Farms that are within easy 


reach of large markets may be devoted 
exclusively to fruit, but perishable ar- 
ticles cannot be grown to advantage on 
farms that are far from market, and 
which are not conveniently located near 
railroads. A farm of ten acres will not 
support a family if the owner attempt to 
make a specialty of wheat or corn, but 
such a farm may be made to give a 
profit if devoted to vegetables or fruit. 
It is in the intelligent application of 
labor that enables the farmer to realize 
on the capital invested in tbat form. 
As with any other business, skill and in- 
dustry give success. The farmer who 
does not aim to produce the best articles 
iu demand does not take advantage of 
his opportunities. 


The common barnyard fowl is said to 


be susceptible to tuberculosis, and the 
•washings from barnyards carry the germs 
into adjoining wells and brooks, thus 
communicating the disease to man and 
animals. When roup or other diseases 
appear in the flocks of fowls the best 
remedy is total destruction of the birds, 
disinfection 
and other fowls procured 


from healthy stock. 


The color of butter is largely influenced 


by the food. Butter is sometimes white 
and at certain seasons it may be a gol- 
den yellow. The coloring of butter by 
artiucial means, such as the use of an- 
nato, will never be necessary where car- 
rots are grown and fed regularly. Cows 
that receive a variety of food at all sea- 
sons of the year will usually produce 
yellow butter. 


If the farm is not fertile then the own- 


er should not hesitate to use commercial 
fertilizers. 
The necessary 
fertilizers 


should be applied in order not only to re- 
store feitihty, but also to increase the 
yields of crops. Fertilizers are simply 
raw materials which are converted into 
useful and marketable crops that pay all 
expenses and give a profit. It is simply 
making something more valuable out of 
something not so valuable. No farmer 
has plenty of manure unless h s farm is 
heavily stocked, and even then he can- 
not maintain its fertility without the aid 
of fertilizers, as something must be 
brought on the farm to take the place of 
that which is removed. 


It costs just as much to regain the 


value of any animal or plant as to pro- 
duce tush. A pound of flish lost must 
fkoc'be regained before the next pound 
can be produced. 
In the meantime 


there is loss of labor and time. When 
weeds pieveiit the growth of plants there 
is waste of time in lemoviug the weeds, 
which could havo been destroyed when 
they were young. It is not only the loss 
of the articles which diminish the profit, 
but the waste of valuable time cannot 
be recovered, which keeps the farmer at 
a disadvantage. 


Bran is an excellent fertilizers for 


crops, as it is rich in nitiogen and min- 
eral matter, but it is made more vaUuble 
wli.<n it is fed to stock, not only because 
it serves as food, but also because when 
it is passed through the body of an 
animal it is in better form for crops. 
AJi-aii is a cheap material to purchase, as 
it brings profit as food and produces 
manure of the best quality.
